17. (new) A method of treating inflammation, comprising administering an anti- 
inflammatory analgesic drug comprising a compound of formula (I)

wherein A is present or absent and represents a pharmaceutically acceptable 
inorganic or organic base, or a basic amino acid, 

or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, or a mixture thereof with povidone, 
phospholipids or cyclodextrin. 

18. (new) The method according to claim 17, wherein A is trans-4-methyl-cyclohexylamine 
or trans-4-tert-butyl-cyclohexylamine. 

19. (new) The method according to claim 17, wherein A is arginine or lysine. 

20. (new) A method according to claim 17, wherein said mixture is an associate of said 
compound of formula (I) wherein A is absent with povidone.
